“ an attempt to discuss the issues which sta'fid 
at the foundation of all pcDlitical discussions, 
and to come to some definite conclusions re¬ 
garding them.” 

Drexel Biddle, 228 S. Fourth Street, Phila¬ 
delphia, will publish early in June a novel by 
Countess Loveau de Chavanne, entitled “Ouir- 
da, or, American gold regilding the coronets 
of Europe,” with illustrations by Ivan Peronet 
Thorripson. The Countess dedicates her book 
to the young women of America, warning them 
to avoid matrimonial alliances with foreign 
nobility.

A BLOW AIMED AT COPYRIGHT IN 
FINE ART. 

We print elsewhere in this issue the text of 
House Bill No. 10,994, introduced by the Hon. 
A. J. Cummings, of New York, to amend the 
law of copyright, especially as applied to fine 
arts. The change in the law that is proposed 
by this bill, trifling as it may appear to the 
casual reader, will nevertheless have the 
effect of applying to works of art of the higher 
class, the manufacturing condition from 
which, under the original bill of March, 1891, 
they were very properly exempted. 

It is the purpose of the original law to per¬ 
mit foreign artists, and American artists so¬ 
journing abroad, to send to the United States, 
for the nurpose of protecting the copyright 
in their design, reproductions of their new 
ait works in the form of etchings or photo¬ 
gravures. The original painting has some¬ 
times been sold to a European customer, or, 
in the absence of a customer on this side of 
the Atlantic, it is not convenient for the 
artist to send over his painting for the pur¬ 
pose of having the photogravure prepared by 
an American workman, and so this com¬ 
promise was accepted bv those who were 
interested in securing protection for the Amer¬ 
ican workman, provided the law would give 


to the American workmen such advantage as 
might be practicable in connection with the 
reproduction of works of art in the cheaper 
form of chromos, photographs, and other 
duplicating processes. Now it is proposed 
that this provision be annulled by requiring 
that engravings and etchings as well as 
books, photographs, chromos, and lithographs 
shall be printed from plates made within the 
limits of the United States. 

The proposed change, it may be well to 
point out, is as directly adverse to the inter¬ 
ests of American artists and of all of the 
American public which is interested in fur¬ 
thering the development of American art, as 
it is to the foreign artist, to whom the enact¬ 
ment of such a law would constitute a serious 
iiijustice. The copyright law has been thus 
far of but little service to the authors of the 
Continent, and the convention with Germany, 
for instance, would some years back have 
been repealed at the instance of the disap¬ 
pointed German authors if it had not been 
that under its provisions some advantages 
were secured for German artists. The same 
IS the case with France and Italy. 

In view of these facts it is to be hoped that 
all interested in the development of art as 
well as in copyright will unite with the asso¬ 
ciated artists of the country to take prompt 
and intelligent action against the bill. 


THE INTERNATIONAL CONGRESS OF 
BIBLIOGRAPHY. 

A Congress of Bibliography will be held 
at Paris in connection with the Universal Ex¬ 
position, from the i6th to the i8th of August. 
This Congress, according to the prograrnme 
prepared by the Committee of Organization, 
will concern itself chiefly with plans for the 
preparation of the special bibliographies so 
urgently demanded by students and men of 
science throughout the world. The details 
of the co-operative work undertaken by the 
Institut International de Bibliographie for 
the making of a universal bibliography ac¬ 
cording to a uniform system of entries, based 
on decimal classification, will be specially 
brought before the sessions. This plan of 
a world-bibliography was given in The Pub¬ 
lishers^ Weekly of January 8, 1898, (No. 

All wishing to read papers at this Congress 
must send in an analysis of such papers be¬ 
fore July I, so that they may be properly 
classified and read in the order that will make 
them most profitable for the Congress. Any 
one taking part in this manner must pay a 
subscription of 20 francs. This subscription 
entitles every member to a complete report of 
the proceedings, including all the papers and 
discussions. All communications relating to 
the Congress should be addressed to the sec¬ 
retary, M. Eugene Capet, Place du Pan¬ 
theon, 8, Paris. 
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PROGRAMME OF THE CONGRESS. 

To define the work of the Congress and to 
render its meetings profitable, the following 
regulations have been adopted: 

The Congress will be devoted to pure 
bibliography as distinct from correlative sub¬ 
jects interesting to librarians and from libra¬ 
ry economy. It will give special attention to 
the subject of universal bibliography and to 
special bibliographies for scholars of special 
subjects. It will allow every liberty for the 
presentation of different systems of classifi¬ 
cation,' and will admit explanations of their 
various merits, but it will not admit any dis¬ 
cussions taking sides for or against any sys¬ 
tem proposed. 

The subjects to be brought before the meet¬ 
ings include: 

1. Statement of the present status of bib¬ 
liography in different countries, its special 
needs and the direction in which it can be 
most profitably extended. 

2. Measures to be adopted concerning the 
different kinds of bibliographies (universal, 
international, national, special, select, critical, 
analytical bibliographies, etc.) 

3. Measures to be adopted concerning the 
means of facilitating the making of biblio¬ 
graphical catalogues (books, reviews and jour¬ 
nals, official documents, technical literature, 
copyrights, maps, charts, plans, music, en¬ 
gravings, iconographic arts, etc.) 

4. Co-operation in the work of bibliogra¬ 
phies. 

(a.) In the catalogues of great libraries. 

(b.) In copyright reform. 

(c.) Among editors of books and periodi¬ 
cals, learned societies and associations of all 
kinds. 

5. Great bibliographical undertakings in 
process of compiling or of publishing. Present 
status of their work. 

Especially a report on the great Universal 
bibliography based on co-operation and deci¬ 
mal classification. 

Methods to be adopted to multiply such 
catalogues in different countries and at the 
various centres of learning. 

Improved systems of classification. 

6. Miscellaneous questions relating to bib¬ 
liography. 

Classification of bibliographical documents. 

Special bibliographical tools and materials. 

Bibliographical material will be on exhibi¬ 
tion at the Palais des Congres. 


“THE DIAL’S” TWENTIETH ANNI¬ 
VERSARY. 

The Dial for May i is the twentieth anniver¬ 
sary number of this excellent critical journal. 
The number contains an interesting twenty 
years’ retrospect in which William Morton 
Payne reviews transatlantic literature; Will¬ 
iam P. Trent summarizes American litera¬ 
ture; Francis F. Browne treats of American 
publishing and publishers, and John H. Ding- 
man of bookselling and booksellers; William 
H. Brett reviews American libraries; Henry 
Loomis Nelson discusses American periodical 
literature, and B. A. Hinsdale American edu¬ 
cation. These chapters are followed by a 
number of complimentary letters and a “Di¬ 


rectory of the American Publishing Trade, 
May I, 1900.” prepared from information 
furnished for the purpose by the publishers 
themselves. Though necessarily brief the re¬ 
views are full of information and form a com¬ 
pact epitome of the literary movement during 
the past two decades. 

The Dial was founded by the present editor 
and proprietor, Francis Fisher Browne. It 
was at first published by Jansen, McClurg & 
Co. (now A. C. McClurg & Co.,) but in 1892 
became the sole property of its present owner. 
Mr. Browne is a Vermonter, born in South 
Halifax, December i, 1843. His family re¬ 
moved to Chicopee, Mass., where young 
Browne attended school and gained his first 
experience as a printer in his father’s print¬ 
ing office. In 1862 Browne joined the Forty- 
sixth Massachusetts Volunteers, and went to 
the front, serving a year, when ill-health 
obliged him to return. From 1866 to 1867 he 
studied law at Rochester, N. Y., and at the 
University of Michigan. In 1869 he became 
editor of the Western Monthly, which he re¬ 
christened the Lakeside Monthly. After five 
years’ struggle Mr. Browne’s strength failed 
again. The period from 1874 to 1878 was 
spent mainly in the pursuit of health. For a 
year he was literary editor of The Alliance, 
then in May, 1880, he completed his plans to 
establish a critical literary journal, and the 
first number of The Dial made its appearance. 

Always an indefatigable worker,^r. Browne 
added to his duties as editor of The Dial that 
also of reader for the publishing house con¬ 
nected with his journal. Besides this work 
he also wrote “ The Everyday Life of Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln ” and “ Volunteer Grain,” a vol¬ 
ume of poems ; and edited “ Golden Poems 
by British and American Authors,” “ The 
Golden Treasury of Poetry and Prose,” 
“ Bugle Echoes : a Collection of Poems of the 
Civil War, Northern and Southern,” and 
“ Laurel-Crowned Verse.’ 

Undaunted by drawbacks and discourage¬ 
ments, Mr. Browne has successfully led his 
paper into the front rank, not only of local 
journalism, but of the world’s critical jour¬ 
nalistic literature as well, an undertaking that 
can be appreciated only by those who have 
themselves labored in this field. On behalf 
of the trade we tender hearty congratulations 
to our contemporary. 


THE BOOKBUILDERS. 

The Bookbuilders’ club now numbers 140 
members, drawn from the young men in every 
departments of bookmaking—publishers, bin¬ 
ders, printers, and authors. A meeting will 
be held at the clubrooms, 75 Fifth Avenue, 
May 21, for the purpose of making the final 
arrangements for incorporation. In connec¬ 
tion with the club there is now being organized 
as a stock company what is to be called the 
Bookbuilders’ Shop, for doing fine printing 
under the auspices of the club. T. M. Cle- 
land, well known as a local amateur printer 
and book decorator, is to have charge of the 
mechanical part of the shop. It is the pur¬ 
pose of the club to present through its shop 
two or three books a year which shall clearly 
represent the ideas of younger men in book¬ 
making.

THE CUMMINGS BILL TO AMEND THE COPY- 
RIGHT LAW. 

The tion. Amos J. Cummings of New York 
has introduced a bdl to amend the law of 
copyright. It is provided that section 4956 of 
the Revised Statutes shall be amended to 
read as follows, the changes being printed by 
us in italics: 

“ No person shall be entitled to a copyright 
unless he shall, on or before the day of pub¬ 
lication, in this or any foreign country, de¬ 
liver at the office of the Librarian of Congress, 
or deposit in the mail within the United 
States, addressed to the Librarian of Congress, 
Washington, District of Columbia, a printed 
CLpy of the title of the book, map, chart, 
dramatic or musical composition, engraving, 
etching, cut, print, photograph, or chromo, 
(•r a description of the painting, drawing, 
statue, statuary, or a model or design, for a 
work of the fine arts, for which he desires a 
copyright; nor unless he shall also, not later 
than the day of the publication thereof, in 
this or any foreign country deliver at the 
office of the Librarian of Congress, at Wash¬ 
ington, District of Columbia, or deposit in 
the mail within the United States, addressed 
to the Librarian of Congress at Washington, 
District of Columbia, two copies of such a 
copyright book, map, chart, dramatic or musi¬ 
cal composition, engraving, chromo, cut, print, 
or photograph, or in case of a painting, drawing, 
statue, statuary, model, or design for a work 
of the fine arts, a photograph of the same. 

“ Provided, That in the case of a book, 
photograph, engraving, etching, chromo, or 
lithograph, the two copies of the same re¬ 
quired to be delivered or deposited as 
above, shall be printed from type set with¬ 
in the limits of the United States, or from 
plates made therefrom, or from negatives, 
or drawings on stone made within the 
limits of the United States, or from trans¬ 
fers made therefrom. During the exist¬ 
ence of such copyright the importation into 
the United States of any book, engraving, 
etching, chromo, lithograph, or photograph, 
so copvrighted, or any edition or editions 
thereof, or any plates of the same not made 
from type set, or from originals, or from en¬ 
graved or etched plates, negatives, or draw¬ 
ings on stone made within the limits of the 
United States, shall be, and is hereby, pro¬ 
hibited, except in the cases specified in para¬ 
graphs five hundred and twelve to five hun¬ 
dred and sixteen, inclusive, in section two of 
the act entitled ‘ An act to reduce the revenue 
and equalize the duties on imports and for 
other purposes,’ approved October i. 1890, ana 
except in the case of persons purchasing for 
use and not for sale, who import, subject to 
the duty thereon, not more than two copies of 
such book at any one time; and, except in the 
case of newspapers and magazines, not con¬ 
taining in whole or in part matter copyrighted 
under the provisions of this act, unauthorized 
by the author, which are hereby exempted 
from prohibition of importation. 

“ Provided, nevertheless. That in case of 
books in foreign languages, of which onlv 
translations in English are copvrighted. the 
prohibition of importation shall apply only 
to the translation of the same, and the impor¬ 
tation of the books in the original language 
shall be permitted.” 


FOR PERPETUAL COPYRIGHT. 

As a result of the efforts of Miss Margaret 
E. Lee, of Brooklyn, N. Y., the authors’ pe¬ 
tition has culminated in a bill to amend the 
present Copyright law. The bill has been 
introduced by Mr. Lodge in the United States 
Senate, and has been referred to the Com¬ 
mittee on Patents. The petition bears the 
signatures of hundreds of well-known Ameri¬ 
can writers. 

The bill which is now pending reads as 
follows: 

“ Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Amer¬ 
ica, in Congress assembled, that Section 4952 
of the Revised Statutes be and the same is 
hereby amended to read as follows : 

“ ‘ Section 4952. The author, inventor, de¬ 
signer, or proprietor of any book, map, chart, 
dramatic or musical composition, engraving, 
cut, print, or photograph or negative thereof, 
or of a painting, drawing, chromo, statue, 
statuary, and of models or designs intended 
to be perfected as works of the fine arts, and 
the heirs, executors, administrators or assigns 
of any such person shall, upon complying 
with the provisions of this chapter, have the 
sole liberty of printing, reprinting, publish¬ 
ing, copying, executing, finishing, and vend¬ 
ing the same; and in case of dramatic com¬ 
position, of publicly performing or represent¬ 
ing it, or causing it to be performed or 
represented by others; and authors, or their 
heirs, executors, administrators, or assigns, 
shall have the exclusive right to dramatize 
and translate any of their works for which 
copyright shall have been obtained under the 
laws of the United States.’ 

“ Sec. 2. That section 4953 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States of America be 
and the same is hereby amended so that it 
shall read as follows: ‘ Sec. 4953. Copyrights 
shall be granted for the term of 1000 years 
from the time of recording the title thereof, 
in the manner hereinafter directed.’ 

“ Sec. 3. That Section 4954 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States of America be 
and the same is hereby amended so that it 
shall read as follows: ‘ Sec. 4954. All copy¬ 
rights heretofore lawfully granted by the 
United States, the terms of which have not 
yet expired, whether for the first period of 
twenty-eight years or for the continuance or 
renewal of any copyright for the second period 
of fourteen years, are hereby extended for 
the period of 1000 years from the time of rec¬ 
ording the title thereof according to law in 
such case made and provided.’ 

“ Sec. 4. That all acts and parts of acts in¬ 
consistent with this act are hereby repealed. 

“ Sec. 5. That this act shall take effect im¬ 
mediately.” 

HOUGHTON, MIFFLIN & CO. VS. R. H. WHITE 
& CO. AND HOUGHTON & DUTTON. 

Houghton. Mifflin & Co., on the 2d inst., 
brought injunction suits to restrain R. H. 
White & Co. from selling Oliver Wendell 
Holmes’s “ The Professor at the Breakfast 
Table,” and Houghton & Dutton from selling 
Harriet Beecher Stowe’s “ The Minister’s 
Wooing,” the sale of these books being in 
violation of copyright. 

The infringements complained of are some 
of the fruits of the controversy in the famous 
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case of Holmes vs. Hurst. In that it ap¬ 
peared that the publishers of the Atlantic 
Monthly had neglected properly to secure 
copyright during 1858, and in consequence 
“ The Autocrat of the Breakfast Table,” pub¬ 
lished serially in that magazine during that 
year, became public property. The works 
involved in the present suits were published 
serially in the same magazine during the fol¬ 
lowing year, and the publishers were appar¬ 
ently equally neglectful in securing copyright. 
It now appears, however, that valid copyright 
was secured on the last issue of the year, Dec¬ 
ember, 1859, and “ The Minister’s Wooing ” 
was published in book form and properly en¬ 
tered for copyright before the publication in 
the Atlantic Monthly of the last thirteen chap¬ 
ters. 

The complainants concede that the copyright 
on the larger portion of each work has been 
lost, but brought the suits to enjoin the sale 
of editions containing the concluding portions 
of both works, on which they contend that the 
copyright still holds and is alive. 

The respondents demurred, and arguments 
upon demurrer were heard by Judge Colt in 
the United States Circuit Court. 

7 HE WORKING OF THE AMERICAN COPY¬ 
RIGHT LAW. 

The New York Times last month solicited 
the views of J. Henry Harper and of George 
Haven Putnam with regard to the workings 
of the American copyright law. Both agreed 
that, on the whole, the results of the law had 
been very satisfactory. “ The American pub¬ 
lisher,” said Mr. Harper, among other things, 

being now protected by copyright can make 
his prices for foreign works correspond with 
their importance, thereby placing the works 
of American authors on an equal footing com¬ 
mercially with foreign works, to the encour¬ 
agement of American literature. The benefit 
of international copyright to American authors 
i? obvious to any one who examines the list 
of successful works published in this country 
during the last year or two.” Mr. Harper 
declared also that taking cloth-bound novels 
as a standard, “ the selling-prices of conv- 
right works, including American and foreign 
productions, are lower than they were.” Re¬ 
garding the effect of the copyright law on 
compositors, Mr. Harper said: “ Compositors 
are benefited by the international copyright 
law, as all foreign books must be set uo here, 
and it is not an uncommon thing now to 
manufacture plates for both markets in this 
country, the English copyright law not re¬ 
quiring the comoosition and manufacture of 
the book in Great Britain.” Mr. Putnam 
said of the clause in the cooyright la\v affect¬ 
ing compositors: “My individual opinion is 
opposed to the conclusion that any substantial 
advantage has come to the American book 
manufacturing trades as a result of the pro¬ 
vision in the law making American manufac¬ 
ture a condition of American copyright. . . . 
Irrespective of the manufacturing condition 
included in the cooyright law, the importation 
of English editions of books for American 
buyers would not have become considerable 
enough to interfere with American book 
manufacturing interests. American book 
buyers have their own special tastes and re¬ 


quirements, and the style in which books are 
manufactured in England does not, as a rule, 
meet these requirements. There is also, under 
the present conditions of duty, no sufficient 
advantage in the importation of English edi¬ 
tions or of English plates as compared with 
the cost of typesetting, making plates, or print¬ 
ing the books on this side.” 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

Erastus Everett, formerly a noted educa¬ 
tor, died on the 7th inst., at Brooklyn, N. Y. 
He was born in 1813 at Princeton, Mass. He 
was president of the College of New Orleans 
for several years and was a professor in Rut¬ 
gers Female College. He lectured extensively 
and also engaged in literary work. His “Sys¬ 
tem of English Versification,” published in 
1848, had a wide circulation. 

W. A. Rode, a well-known bookseller in 
Kansas City, Mo., died in that city on April 
2. He was a native of Pennsylvania and 
thirty-six years old. He was for a time en¬ 
gaged in the book business at Fort Smith, 
Ark. Since 1885 he was established in Kan¬ 
sas City, where his store, at Missouri Avenue 
and Main Street, was counted as one of the 
most important in the city. 

Richard Storrs Willis, poet, publisher, 
and teacher, died suddenly on the 7th inst., 
at Detroit, Mich. He was born in 1818 in 
Boston, Mass. His first venture in the pub¬ 
lishing business was with the Musical Times, 
afterward known as the Musical World. He 
established Once A Month, a magazine, and 
edited it for some time. He was a brother 
of N. P. Willis and Fanny Fern. His father 
founded The Youth's Companion. 

William Alfred Jones, critic and essayist, 
died on the 7th inst, at Norwich, Conn. He 
was born in New York, June 26, 1817. At one 
time he was editor of The Churchman, and 
for fourteen years, from 1851 to 1865, he was 
lilDrarian of Columbia College. He had made 
his home in Norwich since 1867, and lived a 
retired life. He published “The Analyst— 
essays upon authors and books, etc.,” (2 v.;) 
“ Memorial of Hon. David S. Jones,” (his 
father;) “The Library of Columbia College;” 
“ The First Century of Columbia College ;” 
and a volume on “ Long Island.” 

Charles Magnus, for many years a pub¬ 
lisher of maps, pictures, and (German pamph¬ 
let literature, died at the home of his daugh¬ 
ter in New York City on the 3d inst. Mr. 
Magnus was born March t6. 1826, in Elber- 
feldt, Germany. In 1851 he came to New 
York, and shortly after with two of his broth¬ 
ers founded Die Schnellposf, a German news¬ 
paper, which was conducted with some success 
for several years. The brothers desiring to 
withdraw, Charles Magnus sold out the 
Schnellpost to the Staats Zeitung and then 
entered the publishing business, making a 
specialty of maps. During the Civil War he 
did a large business in publishing maps of the 
battlefields, with pictures made on the battle¬ 
fields printed on the margins. He visited the 
scenes of many battles in order to secure 
these pictures. He was one of the few per¬ 
sons to whom passes were issued giving per¬ 
mission to visit all the Union camps.

NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Kipling’s long-expected novel will be en¬ 
titled “ Kim of the Rishti.” It will first make 
its appearance in McClitre's Magazine. 

Ranald Macdonald, the son of the veteran 
novelist, George Macdonald, has turned au¬ 
thor and is about to bring out a romance 
called “ The Sword of the Kinef.” It is a story 
of the period of William, Prince of Orange. 

Clinton Ross, who was for some time a 
more or less conspicuous figure in New York 
literary life, left this city about a year ago in 
poor health to rest at his home in the northern 
part of the State, and since that time little has 
been heard of him here. Now news comes, 
according to the New York Sun, that his con¬ 
dition has become much more serious, and 
that he is not likely for some time to resume 
his activity as a writer. Mr. Ross’s work was 
very popular for a few years, and his success 
as a novelist was the more surprising because 
he had little or no preparation for a literary 
career. He belonged to a family of indepen¬ 
dent means, and sudden financial disaster com¬ 
pelled its members to support themselves after 
they had for years believed that such a thing 
would never be necessary. Before that time 
Mr. Ross had published one book as an ama¬ 
teur writer, and it did not seem likely he would 
undertake anything much more ambitious. 
But under necessity he proved that he could 
work with great rapidity and sustain a degree 
of merit which made his tales for a while 
among the most popular of their kind. Two 
years ago he was struck and injured by a large 
sign which was blown from the roof of a 
building in upper Broadway. He recovered 
from this accident apparently, and the memory 
of it survives to-day only through a story in 
which he embodied his experiences at that 
time.

Jennings, publishing agent of the western 
branch of the Methodist Book Concern, re¬ 
sulted in his exoneration, the book committee 
voting, four to one, that the charges were too 
trivial to carry further, and should be 
dropped. The only vote registered against 
Dr. Jennings was that of John E. Andrus, an 
old friend of Dr. Edwin A. Schell, former sec¬ 
retary of the Epworth League, who made the 
charges.

The author deals with 
the trust problem, “ The Transgressors ” being 
the organizers and responsible heads of such 
trusts as have brought upon themselves gen¬ 
eral condemnation by crushing out individual 
enterprise and monopolizing public privileges. 
The hero of the tale is an eloquent young law¬ 
yer formerly retained by one of the trusts. 

Howard Challen, who for nearly half a 
century has made a specialty of publishing 
subscription and advertising registers and 
imnroved record books for keeping the essen¬ 
tial data of business transactions with the 
least possible labor, has resumed business at 
150 Nassau Street, New York. His registers 
for publishers and advertisers are as near 
self-bookkeeping as it is possible to make 
record books. Mr. Challen will also take 


orders for a special ruling of blanks or books, 
printing, and indexing. 

Dodd, Mead &,Co. have in preparation a 
sequel to “Aylwin,” by Theodore Watts-Dun- 
ton, in which some of the characters that ap¬ 
peared in the earlier novel will be introduced 
again ; Miss Corelli’s next novel, the title of 
which will be announced later; “ Pictoris Car- 
mina,” a collection of verse, by Frederic 
Crowninshield, the well-known painter; also 
Shakespeare’s “As You Like It,” with five 
full-page illustrations reproduced in color by 
photo-lithography, and a large number of 
decorations, all by Will H. Low. 

There has just come from the Gilliss Press 
a privately-printed volume entitled, “ Virginia 
L«Jabel Forbes, an anonymous memoir,” by hei 
husband, Francis Whiting Halsey. Mrs. Hal¬ 
sey was a native of New York and was mar¬ 
ried, in December 1883, to Mr. Halsey, the 
editor of The New York Times Saturday Re- 
ztezv. The volume of 191 page sixteenmo, 
contains a personal sketch prepared on uncon¬ 
ventional lines, and is embellished with a 
photogravure portrait and other illustrations, 
i he edition consists of sixty copies. 

“ In Tune with the Infinite,” by Ralph 
Waldo Trine, published by the Crowells, is 
now in its 26th thousand. An English edi¬ 
tion has recently been published by George 
Bell & Sons, London, the publishers of the 
famous Bohn Library. They are already in 
press with a second edition. An edition in 
German will shortly be published by the 
old Leipzig house of George Wigand. A 
French translation is also being made which 
will be published by the Librairie Fischbacher 
in Paris, the publishers of Drummond’s works 
in French. 

The eclipse of May 28, 1900, and total 
eclipses in general, are treated clearly and 
interestingly in Mrs. Mabel Loomis Todd’s 
“ Total Eclipses of the Sun,” a new edition 
of which has just been issued by Little, Brown 
& Co. The volume contains a map of stars 
and planets that will appear near the eclipsed 
sun on May 28, 1900; and also a chart giv¬ 
ing the path and duration of the total eclipse 
as it crosses the Southern States. In this con¬ 
nection George F. Chambers’s useful little 
book, “ The Story of Eclipses,” published by 
D. Appleton & Co., should also be borne in 
mind. 

Through a slip of the pen we were made 
to publish in our issue for April 28 the sen¬ 
sational statement that Miss Johnston’s suc¬ 
cessful story “ To Have and To Hold ” had 
reached the 200,000 mark though published 
only “ on the seventeenth of April.” Though 
the book has had a phenomenal sale it took 
rather longer than eleven days to reach the 
200,000 mark. As a matter of fact it was pub¬ 
lished on the seventeenth of February, and on 
the seventeenth of April the book had made 
the splendid record referred to. In the same 
paragraph the printer added a superfluous “ e” 
to Miss Johnston’s name. 

The Brother.s of the Book announce as 
their next publication a monograph entitled 
“ Some Children’s Book-Plates : an essay in 
little,” by Wilbur Macey Stone. The book will 
be printed on Van Gelder hand-made paper, 
bound in French charcoal paper boards with 
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designed paper labels, and illustrated with 
eight reproductions of children’s book-plates 
(one in three colors) on Japanese vellum. 
The plate forming the frontispiece will be 
autographed by the designer, Jay Charnbers. 
The edition (which ^\\\ be numbered) is of¬ 
fered to subscribers only at $1, and will be 
limited to the number of subscriptions re¬ 
ceived before June twentieth, at which time 
the book will be put to press. Subscriptions 
may be sent to the Scrivener, Laurence C. 
Woodworth. Gouverneur, New-York. 

The medical books of Cassell & Company, 
Limited, London, have long been well and 
favorably known to the British medical stu¬ 
dent and practitioner. In the United States 
they have heretofore been published by and 
under the imprint of one or two of the largest 
American publishers. Now that Cassell & 
Company have re-established in New York 
an American branch, they will hereafter them¬ 
selves publish their various new medical 
works. They have just ready in this depart¬ 
ment a work on “Tuberculosis, Its Nature, 
Prevention, and Treatment,” by Dr. Alfred 
Hillier, who gives special attention to the 
open-air treatment of phthisis; also, a revised 
and enlarged edition of Butlin and Spencer’s 
work on the “ Diseases of the Tongue.” Both 
works contain colored plates and numerous 
other illustrations. 

Houghton, Mifflin & Co. will publish in 
the fall a text-book of English history by J. 
N. Lamed, well-known through his excellent 
reference work, “History for Ready Refer¬ 
ence.” A distinct character will be given to 
the book by a periodical series of brief but 
broad surveys of history at large. These will 
serve, in each period, to show the connec¬ 
tion of events and movements in England 
with those in other countries, more clearly 
and fully than can possibly be done by ex¬ 
planations thrust brokenly into the narrative 
of English affairs. Homer P. Lewis, Prin¬ 
cipal of the English High School at Worces¬ 
ter, Mass., who has had a large experience 
and success in teaching English history, has 
prepared an excellent topical analysis of the 
text, with suggestive questions and references. 
The book will be equipped with many maps 
and illustrations. 

Ginn & Co. have in press a volume entitled 
“ Rome—Its Rise and Fall,” by Professor P. 
V. N. Myers. This book has been written in 
response to requests from many teachers tha\ 
the author should expand his little text book 
on Roman history into a more extended ac- 
ccunt of Roman affairs. Although the entirv^ 
narrative has been laid on the lines drawn ir 
the earlier book, still the present volume is 
practically a new work. They have in press 
an edition of Cynewulf’s “ Christ.” translated 
into English prose by Charles Huntington 
Whitman, of Yale. This translation is in¬ 
tended to be used in connection with Profes¬ 
sor Albert S. Cook’s edition of the “ Christ,” 
to which it closely conforms in readings and 
punctuation. Prose has been chosen as the 
medium of translation, in the belief that it 
most clearly reproduces the strength and 
variety of the original. The archaisms so 
often affected by translators have been 
avoided, and simple, idiomatic English has. in 
all cases been sought after.
